And while there is 
unanimous agreement 
that both must be won, 
federal officials expect to 
meet considerable fesist- 
ance to their strategy, 
particularly in the infla- 
tion area. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
told the Commons Friday that 
consumer credit, rents and 
professiona! fees will be dis- 
cussed in the framework of 
both levels of government 
when he meets with the 10 
provincial premiers beginning 
Monday. 

THREE AREAS 

He has already singled out 
three provinces Ontario, 
Alberta and British Columbia

LL the current ‘statistics pouring 
out of Ottawa are based on an 
amazing historical error, which I am 
now able to reveal for the first time.

12, 1951.

Snifkin’s Economics 


At this’ dizzy moment Mr. Snifkin 
conceived what later were called the 
New Economics and unfairly attributed 
to more famous economists. He saw, in 
short, that if light bulbs burned forever, 
or even for a few years, and if other 
products were built to last, the existing 
economic system was doomed to decay 
and Canadians to poverty. 

If, on the contrary, all manufactured 
goods deteriorated rapidly or were soon 
judged obsolete while they still worked 
satisfactorily, then the production of new 
ones would provide—full employment for 
everybody. Thomas Edison, as Mr. 
Snifkin says, may have been a- genius 


when he invented the everlasting bulb 
but he was no economist. He did not 
grasp the obvious fact that wealth must 
be perpetually. destroyed to ensure 
perpetual affluence. 

On receiving: his grand inspiration, 
Mr. Snifkin incorporated the public 
relations firm of Snifkin, Wheadle and 
Smurk, whose contributions to our Just 
Society have been strangely overlooked 
by historians and statesmen, including 
-Mr. Trudeau. Here I can only summarize 
in brief these momentous and little- 
known achievements. 

For example, the washing machine, 
the vacuum cleaner, and many more 
household gadgets guaranteed ‘to be out 
of date within five years at most, were 
the invention of Mr. Snifkin’s partner, 
Lucius Wheadle. 

To Gustav Smurk, the third partner, 
Mr. Snifkin gives full credit for the 
annual restyling of automobiles which 
built*the largest industry in the world. If, 
says Mr. Smurk with his usual modesty, 
a modern car lasted as long as Henry 
Ford’s original Model T, General Motors 
and the other giants would -have been 
bankrupt long before now. 

But it took a lot of quiet public 
education behind the scenes and in the 
board rooms of Detroit to persuade the 
consumer that he must have a new and 


better car every year or two if he were 
to preserve his own social status and the 
affluence of North America. 

This task accomplished, Mr. Snifkin 
saved the entire textile industry from 
collapse by inventing the automatic, 
scheduled run in ladies’ stockings. Still 
more inspired was his recent rescue-of 
the industry from the mini-skirt menace 
which had drastically reduced the use of 
cloth and threatened to throw half the 
needle trades out of work. That disaster 
was forestalled by a discovery quite 
simple in appearance, like “all great 
discoveries, but profound in its economic 
consequences. Mr. Snifkin devised the 
maxi-coat and the continental economy 
resumed its momentum overnight. 

A diffident man, Mr. Snifkin makes 
light of his assistance in the linoleum 
industry. At his suggestion it changed its 
color frequently, discarded the earlier 
designs and compelled the householder to 
re-cover the whole kitchen floor instead 
of repairing a single blemish. Yet this 
sensible arrangement, and the constant 
change in plumbing fixtures, lamps and 
furniture, and even ladies’ spectacles, 
are all part of the North American 
success story. 

Mr. Snifkin asks no publicity, medals 
or honorary degrees. He is content with 
his reasonable commissions and satisfied

When Eric Kierans came to him, in 
tears, under an-overwhelming load of 
deficits, Mr. Snifkin created the new 
postage stamp of flimsy material made 
cheaply from last year’s credit cards 
and useless white papers. As planned, it 
always tears in your fingers as you 
apply it, thus forcing the user to buy 
extra ones and swell the public revenues. 

Later, Mr. Snifkin observed a sécond 
serious defect in the old stamps. Their 
clinging glue made them grossly un- 
economic because they stuck every time. 
After long chemical experiments, he 
produced his masterpiece of cheap 
native Canadian ingredients—a stamp 
that seldom sticks with its non-adhesive 
mixture of hemlock resin, the sap of wild 
rhetoric and the gummy dregs of 
Hansard.

High Price for a Democrat ‘Bug Out’ in Vietnam 


HE politics of the Vietnam war took 
an important turn this past week. 
affecting — perhaps profoundly — the 
diplomatic and military context in which 
the war will hence- 
forth be fought.. What 
happened was_ that 
the official opposition 
to President- Nixon-— 
the Democratic 
Policy Council 
ehose to outflank: 
him on the side of 
the doves. It voted to 
recommend _ uncondi- 
tional withdrawal of si 
all American -m il- Frye 
itary forces from Vietnam on a fixed 
timetable, preferably within 18 months. 

—"Phis—is-not-the same thing as—a—call 
for withdrawal on the Senate floor, or a 
hearing in the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. It is a formal judgment by the 
voice of “his majesty’s loyal opposition,” 
the ‘“‘shadow government” which would 
take power in the event of an overturn at 
the polls. 

Foreigners — especially foreign Com- 
munists -- will not discount this 
statement for its political content as 
heavily as Americans. They will take it 
Seriously, and may act accordingly. 


‘Bug Out’ 


What the Democrats are saying, when 
followed to its logical conclusion, is 
startling. It is that they wish to wash 
their hands of the war, regardless of the 
consequences — regardless of whether 
‘they. deliver Saigon to the Communists, 
and regardless of the damage to 
interests elsewhere 
world. They wish to bug out. 

A substantial minority of the drafting 
group reportedly favored saying so 
frankly. They proposed that the Policy 
Council advocate withdrawal “imme- 
_diately,”’ as soon as logistically possible. 
This proposal is said to have been beaten 
by-only 18-14. 

But irrevocable withdrawal on a fixed 
timetable, in about 18. months, is not 
very different. It gives first: priority to 
American disengagement, and second to 
effective prosecution of the war. If the 
latter were not possible consistently with 
the former, it would have to give way.

The unstated, but clearly implied, 
this stance is that 
Vietnam is the wrong war, in the wrong 
place, on behalf df the wrong client, and 
that the immediate compelling necessity 
is to end American participation in it. 
This assumption could be right, but 
before it is accépted, its meaning: should 
be clear. It means —virtually certain 
—collapse—in- Saigon and a Communist or 
Communist-dominated government there. 
It‘ means that everything the United 
States has worked and bled for in 
Vietnam would be tossed out the window. 
This could also be the eventual result 
of Vietnamization — the code name for a 


continuing war, fought largely by proxy, 
with the participation of volunteer 
American support forces, notably air- 
men. But the chances of a satisfactory 
outcome from Vietnamization would be 


vastly greater than from withdrawal by 
the calendar. 


It would seem hardly logical, when 
faced with a lesser-of-evils choice, to 
embrace disaster on the theory that one 
might as well get it over with quickly. 
That might be a good way to compete 
with Nixon for the peace vote in 1972, 
but it is not a service tothe national 
interest.

Greater Victoria are, let's be 
frank, pitiful. Although their 
residents have open access to 
all facilities and enjoy them. 

As for the City of Victoria, 
its financial. treatment of one 
of the most prestigious art 
galleries in Canada* is a 


scandal. 
With one hand it makes a 
grant that is insignificant 


when~compared—-with what 
almost any other city any- 
where provides:-and with the 
other it snatches back a lion’s 
share in taxes leaving an 
amount that should make 
Victorians blush for shame. 

The anomaly is that the city 
excuses- the Maritime 
Museum from taxes — which 
is fine. But how can it justify 
making fish of one and fowl of 
the other? 


Woolly Vision 


Both institutions are 
valuable but I don’t think 
anyone—would—deny—that-the 
Art Gallery has a broader 
range of enrichment and a 
greater impact on residents 
as well as more effect on the 
city’s reputation abroad. 

The woolly vision of the 
people with their feet on the 
ground was further demon- 
strated recently when major 
grants from the B.C. Cultural 
Aid Fund were announced. 

By far the biggest lump 
went to an organization whose 
value is at least debatable, 
while the symphony in the 
year of its greatest develop- 
ment, and the art gallery on 
the verge of necessary expan- 
sion, received less than half 
the amount. 

And what is going to be 
done about Victoria Fair 
among the four municipali- 
ties? There is a challenge to 
the acumen of our hard- 
headed types. 

It’s understandable that the 
small homeowner, fearful ofa 
further fractional rise in the 
tax mill rate, and the tax- 
payer- totally uninterested in 


any of the arts, should be 
opposed to subsidization of 
these amenities from the 


public purse. 

Yet many of us who are not 
sports participants or fans 
would fully approve a portion 
of our tax dollar going to the 
establishment and mainten- 
ance of first class sport 
facilitiés such as for 
example, the new pool. 


False Image 


Personally, I would like to 
see the dollars called in that 
are being spent annually on 
promoting a false image of 
Victoria across the continent 
and on quick-buck tourist 
lures. 

They could be spent far 
more profitably at home to 
send the city surging forward 
in the seventies to become 
celebrated as a rich environ- 
ment in which to live and to 
raise children. 

It’s still true, that old saw 
about the better mousetrap. 

And you'd better believe 
that we could build the 
mousetrap here to end all 
mousetraps if the people 
treading the clouds could get 
more co-operation 
from the ones with their feet 
on the ground. 

It takes both kinds, working 
in partnership. That's the way 
they did it at Stratford and at 
Charlottetown and at Halifax. 
And even in Penticton. 

Why not in Victoria?

NEW YORK — What do 
James Garner, Steve Mc- 
Queen, Clint Eastwood, Mia 
Farrow, Lee Marvin, Richard 
Boone, Richard Crenna and 
James Franciscus have in 
common? 

Each starred in a television 
series but has since quit the 
medium for the movies. 

In recent years, the movies 
have siphoned off the best 
talents. of television, not only 
in acting, but in writing, 
directing and producing.

A strong case. could .be 
argued that the defection of 
such talent is a major cause 
of the vacuous state of 
American television today.

Collector

New York City, they say, is 
fine to visit; but one wouldn't 
want to live there. After 
reading Saul Bellow's new 
novel, I’m not-sure that it's 
even worth a visit any more. 
For one of the main questions 
this. book poses is where the 
violence of today’s urban 
society will lead to. 

Might not the current race 
for the moon be more than a 
matter of propaganda and 
power politics; might it not be 

—the-only—way- for—the human 
race to survive? Ironically, 
what was once the subject of 
science-fiction has now be- 
come the centre of a modern 
novel of manriers. 

Bellow does still believe in 
manners. Despite the abrasive 
crackle of the plot, which is 
frequently harsh and shock- 
ing, his underlying ‘scheme ‘is 
greatly concerned with 
ordered behavior.

According to his daughter, he 
should now be engrossed in 
the business of putting his 


recollections of H. G. Wells 
down. on paper. ; 

But in actual fact, his 
interest in Wells is more 


Social than literary, for in his 
writing he has found the 
example of a man who started 
out with boundless faith in the 
governability of the human 
race but who ended @p by 
condemning it for being no 
more manageable than a sack 
of struggling rats. 

Yet, oddly enough, after his 
own terrible -experiences of 
man’s vieiousness, Artur re- 
fuses to stand in judgment. 
Whenever he talks about the 
present state of affairs, he 
feels forced to apologize for 
“lecturing” and quite expects 
others to lose patience with 
him, 

In addition, he has come to 
distrust those writers and 
thinkers who, having once 
made a success with words, 
set themselves up as men of 
action in a public crusade.

If he does not judge, he 
observes life in.a way that 
exposes all its. present-dey 
malaise. 


“The one-eyed man is King | 
in the Country of the Blind,” _ 


runs the old saying. Although 
Artur ‘is made to deny this 
expressly, the shape of the

novel. makes it clear that 
modern man is blind and that 
Artur sees things out of his 
one good eye that his fellow 
men no longer see at all. 

Sammler lost one of his 
eyes in a concentration camp. 
He was- beaten. with a_rifle- 
butt across the face just 
before being forced to stand 
naked in a crowd of fellow 
Jews above an open grave. 

Somehow he managed to 
escape from under the pile of 
earth and human. carcasses, 
and hiding out in an old 
tomb, he rose —_as it were 
— ‘from the grave. It is. this 
that has given him wisdom 
and curiosity, since every 
minute he now lives, no 
matter how unpleasant it 
might be, has been snatched 
from. destiny. 

“Sammier” is the German 
for ‘‘collector’, and Artur 
seems unable to stop himself 
collecting the evidence of 
madness in the New York 
streets about him. He and his 
friends exist in a state of 
seige, unable to go down 
certain streets or on certain 
buses and trains without 
courting danger. 

He cannot approve of the 
new permissiveness, yet his 
relatives see him as a 70-year- 
old sage and turn himyinto a 
father confessor. Having suf- 
fered from anti-Semitism, he 
sees the heaps of Egyptian 
dead in the desert during the 
six-day war. If Mr. Samm- 
ler’s planet is» -polluted by 
humanity, there are no heroes 
and -no villains. 

It is left to a second 
character, an Indian scientist 
named Govinda Lal, to proffer 
a solution 'to man’s problems. 
Dr. Lal is a biologist, and his 
work with the chain struc- 
tures of the human cell has 
convinced him that Nature is 
the paradigm of order and 
that man constantly works 
against that order in. cham- 
pioning the liberty of his 
impulses. 

Lal also dabbles in some 
extraordinary. theories about 
inter-planetary travel, since 
he suspects, that the present 
chaos on earth might be 
Nature’s way of pushing us to 


~ seek ways of escaping from 


this planet before it is too 
late. 

Neither Sammler’s detach- 
ment nor Lal’s peculiar opti- 
mism can be said to represent 
the author’s own opinion. As 
he admits himself, Sammler’s 
attitude might result from the 
fact that he is an old man 
whose urge for modern living 
has dried up; and Lal is an 
eccentric. 

Bellow’s own views on the 
necessity and urgency of 
finding some order and sta- 
bility emerge through the 
pattern of his book and from 
his prose style. He has found 
an idiom whose urbanity 
constantly appeals to , the 
reader's: intelligence and 
judgment but which is shot 
through with violent. action 
and human cridity.

Morley Callaghan was writing novels 
which were widely recognized in England and 
America, while in Canada people were still 
naively embarrassed by the fact that he 
dealt with such prime matters as good and 
evil, innocence and its loss. 


Sinclair Ross, having published As For Me 
And My House at the worst possible time, 
namely during the war, worked ir a Montreal 
bank for years, totally and _ tragically 
unaware of the fact that he had written a 
Canadian classic. 

Ethel Wilson’s novels were read by a 
devoted minority, but it was -years before 
the delicate brilliance of her writing was 
properly -acknowledged. - 


Young writers wrote in an atmosphere of 
stealth and gloom, knowing they didn’t stand 
a dog’s chance of being published in Canada 
unless. an American or English publisher 
would take their novel first. Mordecai 
Richler, despairing of his own country, took 
off for London, England.

Those days seem pretty distant now. A 
mere decade; and the whole picture has 
changed. 


I think a portion of the credit must go to 
McClelland & Stewart, who have always 
billed themselves unashamedly as ‘‘the 
Canadian publishers.”’ 

Jack McClelland has introduced more 
innovations into the Canadian publishing 
world than any other person. He has been 
willing to take chances on the work of young 
writers; he hasn’t been afraid to publish 
controversial books; he has brought the 
design of books and dust-jackets into this 
century. 

Also, a good many of the painfully 
traditional publishers in this country are at 
last beginning to move into. new areas. The 
ancient and honorable House of Macmillan is 
now bringing out novels with dust-jackets 
that no longer look as though they might-be 
refugees from the Victorian era. Such ultra- 
establishment houses as Ryerson and Clarke-

few years ago they wouldn’t have touched 
with a 10-foot pole. 

Part of this stir and ferment can be 
attributed ‘to the upspringing of a number of 
new young publishing houses. I don’t mean 
the little presses that put out limited editions” 
of poems and which certainly serve a useful 
function even though they may rise and fall 
with the seasons. 

I mean the new publishing ventures which 
appear to stand a good chance of-surviving 
and which are making the old-line publishers 
look to their laurels, the new publishers 
whose scope is broad and who have entered 
the field with a considerable grasp of the 
business requirements as well as a feeling 
for what needs doing in-Canadian publishing. 

The House of Anansi, in Toronto, comes to 
mind’ first, with its steadily growing list of 
poetry, novels and social commentary, and 
its knack of imaginative format 

Others include New Press of Toronto, 
Mel Hurtig of Edmonton, Prism International, 
the- University of—British Columbia literary 
quarterly, Peter Martin Associates of Toronto, 
Tundra Press of: Montreal, Oberon Press 
of Ottawa, and Lovat Dickson, a distin- 
guished Canadian who spent many years as ¢ 
well-known publisher with -Macmillan in 
England and who now has begun his own 
publishing firm in Toronto. And there are 
others. 

What has all this meant in terms of 
output? Can we look for a sudden in-all- 
directions flowering of Canadian writing? Not 
yet, I think. However, things. are moving 
along with fairly encouraging vigor. 

So here we are, at the beginning of 
another decade, and the writing and 
publishing picture looks extremely promising. 

Fiction of some value is*.being written 
(poetry, too, of course) and it is being 
published both by the older publishers and 
the new publishing houses which are spring- 


ing up all over. To be a writer in Canada 
today is certainly a far cry from the 
discouraging and isolated business it once 
was 

This ‘is great, and I am all for ‘it 
However, there are one or two perils implicit 
in this burgeoning atmosphere. I think it 
needs to be pointed out that whereas 
Canadian writers were once desperately 
neglected in their own land, they are now in 
danger of being overpraised. 

The blossoming of new publishing houses 
and the gradual emancipation (hopefully) of 
the older ones coincides with an upswing of 
Canadian nationalism the like of which we 
have not seen before. 

Canadians no longer feel they have to. put 
down their nationality at every turn. 

People 20 years younger than I am (and I 
am. 43) will not even remember when this 
was the national sport, but I do not forget 
the old-and once-true-joke which said-that-if 
you ask an Englishman what is the best 
country in the world, he'll say England; if 
you ask an American, he'll say America: if 
you ask a Canadian, he’ll-say “any goddam 
eountry except Canada."

We are a long way from that stance now, 
thank goodness. But pendulums have a way 
of veering too far. . 

I was depressed the other day to read a 
review of a first novel by a Cafiadian writer 
in which the reviewer actually apologized for 
panning the novel. I could scarcely have been 
more. depressed—if—he-had- praised it only 
because it was'a Canadian novel. 
—Wheat-is—alt this nonsense about Canadian 
writing? Writers, publishers and critics, in 
my view, need to hold strongly onto only one 
thing—the crucial thing about any novel is 
whether or not it is a good novel. By this I 
do not mean that there are absolute stand- 
ards—of course there aren't. 

But a novel’ should be capable of 
communicating something—character, dilem- 
mas, themes—to some readers of ‘reasonable 
intelligence and literacy, both inside and 
outside the writer's particular culture. 

If writers are going to compare their 
capabilities with anyone else’s, there is only 
one standard of comparison—and that is with 
the best that is being written in the same 
language anywhere in the world. 

If publishers are selecting novels for 
publication, there is only one yardstick—not

If a reviewer is talking about'a novel by a 
writer who happens to be a Canadian, it is an 
insult both to writer and readers to give that 
novel any kind of handicap or special 
treatment. 

The minute we forget that the world is a 
large place, praise God, then we Speak or 
sing to fewer than those who might _be able 
to hear us and respond to us, to fewer than 
those who might even need to hear us and to 
answer, 

We can afford to relax about such 
theoretical and meaningless matters as a 
national culture. 

There is no such thing as an instant 
culture, and we are certainly not going to 
accumulate a powerful body of Canadian 
literature overnight or even over a century. 

So what? It will come—it is already in the 
forging—if we let it be. It will take shape 
around us, if only we can stop being so 
twitchy about the national aspects of the 
thing and just concentrate both lovingly and 


critically on the only thing that matters, the 
work itself.

He proclaimed Canada’s 
sovereignty over all the is- 
lands he ran across. He was 
also always insisting, that Ot- 
tawa do more to safeguard 
Canada's rights in the Arctic. 

I remember 
Arctic tied up alongside Quai 
du Roi at Quebec in the- late 
twenties and later at Levis. 
There, as-Appleton points out, 
she was left to sink into 
decay and oblivion. 

The author also devotes 
several pages to the ill-fated 
Canadian Arctic expedition of 
1913. This involved CGS Kar-

Why Canada never took 
possession of Wrangel will 
never be known. 

The Royal Navy discovered 
the island while searching for 
Franklin in the 19th century 
and it was later assumed to 
be a possession of Canada. 

In 1919 the British govern- 
ment, including explorer Vil- 
hjalmur Stefansson urged 
Canada to take possession of 


_the island — to reassert its

Only Actors, Audience Left 
In Ascetic Polish Theatre 


By RICHARD L, COE 


NEW. YORK — Over a hundred informally 
dressed people jam the steps of the Washington 
Square Methodist Church, patiently waiting for 
its large, central door to open. 


The people have come to bear witness to one of the 
newer saints of the theatrical canon. Only an exact 
hundred will get through the portal, for only that many 
are allowed to partake of the ritualat one time. 

Only the opening night list of ‘‘Coco"—with the allure 
of the names of Katharine Hepburn and Chanel—was as 
hard to crash. 

The new saint is Jerzy Grotowski, director of the 
Polish Laboratory Theater of Wroclaw- Tidings of this 
new theatre have been dribbling across the Atlantic for 
the better part of the sixties, notably through a series of 
Grotowski interviews (finally collected, in English, by a 
Danish publishing firm, in ‘‘Towards a Poor Theatre’’) 
and also’ through Peter Brook's production of “‘Marat- 
Sade”’ 

It certainly is something new in theatre, and one will 
be convinced, when the Polish Laboratory theatre 
performance is over 50 minutes later, that one will never 
forget it — but couldn't have stood another minute. And 
then comes the question: What will come of it all? 

We are admitted in batches of 10. The church's 
congregation area has been cleared for construction of 
the most revolutionary stage in a time of revolutionary 
stages 

One goes up a few steps to wooden benches 
surrounding, on three sides, a wooden pit, roughly 10 by 
24 feet. One hunches up to.the wood railing to look down 
on_a bare playing area.

The only prop is a polished wooden bench, about three 
feet by six. Half the audience (those who arrived after 
eight for a nine p.m. start) will be on benches a few feet 
higher, a coupleof feet further back. 

Bare lights illumine both auditors and the playing area. 
Gazing down into the empty pit, the 100 viewers already 
share an expectant communion 

The play—is to be ‘“The Constant Prince,"' one of the 
400 odd works Calderon de la Barca composed for 17th 
century Spain, “‘as adapted by. Julius Slowacki, the Polish 
romantic, and as seen through the eyes of a director who 
used the theme of this classical play as any musician 
may use a musical theme in a series of musical varia- 


tions,"’ to quote .the program. 
Grotowski's theory has developed, he says, ‘‘from a 
theatre rich in resources in which the plastic arts, 


lighting and music were constantly exploited." 

In opposition to this ‘“‘rich” theatre — and to supply 
what film and TV cannot, that is ‘the closeness of the 
living organism;"' Grotowiski calls his.a ‘poor theatre." 

It is.‘an ascetic theatre in which actors and audience 
are all that*is left we make special demands on 
doth parties. Even though we can “not--educate the 
audience. — not systematically, at least — we can educate 
the-actor,.— ‘ 

Grotowski's theatre, as we will see and as the 
program “note quoted —-above suggests, -could— drive 
playwrights to suicide. The printed play is not theatre, 
but dramatic literature. 

“The core of theatre,"’ Grotowski elaborates, “is an 
—encounter-an-extreme-comtrontation, sineere, disciplined, 
precise and total — not merely a confrontation with his 
(the actor's) thoughts but one involving. his whole being 
from his instincts and his unconscious right up to his 
most lucid state.” 

The director's choices of vehicles. are dominantly 
from the classics. The past is clearly important to him, 

Grotowski has created a training scheme of 
demanding.proportions,..total physical control in every 
muscle. Yoga was an early training vehicle. The use of 
voice is also rigotously trained to utilize ‘“‘the—body’s 
different resonators,'’ tones that come, roaring, not just 
from the larynx and chest, but the stomach, the very

“either a cruel game in a Roman circus or as a surgical 
operation in the manner of Rembrandt's ‘Anatomy of Dr. 
Tulp’.”’ 

Garbed in black, four men and one woman set about 
the symbolic castration of the first prisoner. Collaborat- 
ing with his persecutors, he becomes one of them and 
joins them to drag into the arena the second prisoner. _ 

He is the constant prince and his deliberate aloofness 
from their cruelty will defeat their efforts. He submits to 
maltreatment to transcend his suffering and in time this 
society will love him 

By the end he will be symbolically naked with ‘‘no 
other weapons but his own human identity,” and the 
players will file silently away and, as the audience 
retreats to the street, it will leave the red-draped figure 
lying alone in the pit. 

The performance may be-in Polish but it reaches the 
ear a$ a Shattering, rapid séries of sounds, chants, 
moans, wails, murmers, even the honkings of wild geese 
or the sounds of a tape recorder set at triple ‘speed 

A sound that will linger is the self-abnegating pain of 


the tortured prince, who reiterates a downward sliding 
tirade of notes that are so harrowing that one marvels to 
find the actor speaking at the next instant in even, 
measured pitch. 


Visually, there is almost constant motion, some fluid, 
some jagged. The moods vary in split seconds, from 
daring to motionless. The prince lacerates his near-naked 
body, bangs his head against the floor and retreats to a 
pose of what can only be described as tense relaxation. 


Ryszard Cieslak, creating the’ title role with an 
astonishingly controlled passion, probably is the director's 
most intimate collaborator, but the entire group is so 
harmonized that one easily imagines each one in any of 
the roles. 


The validity of the experience is that this is the 
theatrical equivalent of what Martha Graham and Jose 
Limon have brought to dance for several generations. It 
is sheer intensity of mind and body

Such -is not theatre as -we know it but the ‘purest 
catharsis. While perched in the posture of aloofness from 
the action, one isnot truly aloof. Only a few feet away 
this is happening. One is not of it but, grippingly involved, 
bearing active witness. 


A sense of religion also is present. Though Grotowski 
notes that “God no longer functions for our generation” 
and preaches against cliches and narcissism, he uses 
man’s myths. The story of ‘‘The Constant Prince” is 
essentially the crucifixion. 


Grotowski is quite right to limit his witnesses to 100. 
One doubts that such tensions could be imposed, 
expressed and communicated to a larger group. Carried 
to a logical extreme, his ideal audience would be one.

And Keep Off Signs 
A Dream Path Waits 


The west coast of Vancouver Island has wrecked ships and killed men. 
It remains, even today, aloof from the petty vices of civilization—industrial 
smoke, crowds and the noise of machines. 


Its majesty and promised rigor drew. Times-staff writers John Mika and 
Humphry Davy and their young friend Gregory Baker to mount an expedi- 
tion down. the old West Coast lifesaving trail .a ‘couple of weeks ago. 


What follows is John Mika’s account of their walk on the Island’s wild 


Side. 


A mid-winter trek along the 
wild coast presents a slightly 
stiffer challenge to the novice 
than a summertime ramble 
but the compensations are 
preater. 

The seas are heroic in their 
struggle to reshape the shore- 
line, the wild life is varied 
and even exotic; the beaches 
more likely to offer up 
treasures from over the 
tumbling horizon and the trail 
is less crowded. 

Just in case of snow on the 
Malahat or the interior height 
of land, it's necessary to 
carry chains and snow tires, a 
sack of sand and a shovel 
would be a’ good idea too. It 
takes only four hours to drive 
past Cowichan Lake’s Honey- 
moon Bay, on to Caycuse 
over the Flora Lakes forest 
road and, a couple of miles 
short of Bamfield, to Pachena 
Bay and another world. 


So why wait for spring? 

. ruts and potholes in the 
forest roads squirming 
through the lake-dotted cent- 
ral highlands are trusty senti- 
nels protecting the magnifi- 
cence from massive invasion, 
even better than the low 
snowline, so -bless _every 
doughty bump that does its 
duty for the ,wilderness . . . 

. . but curse the company 
gates and restricted access at 
so many control points re- 
minding the citizen he is not 
traversing his own domain as 
he thought but rather cross- 
ing, on sufferance, the fron- 
tiers of the Duchy of B.C. 
Forest Products and the prin- 
cipality of MacMillan Bloedel. 

Gates may be needed on all 
the forest roads over crown 
land, to close off areas during 
the fire season or the hours 
when. huge logging — trucks 
hurtle through, but they 
should be operated by the 
landlord and not lessees — as 
a matter of the public’s safety 
instead of private con- 


venience. = 


Far better to have “sorry 
for the 1nc onvenience” 
rammed:dowp our throats by 
an officious British Columbian 
than to be politely told, often 
in foreign accents, to ‘please 
keep off the investment’ by 
some entrepeneur using our 
land as a factor in some 
distant ticker-tape tabulation. 

. Pachena Bay, seen as 
we first saw it, has beauty 
enough to shock time into 
suspence: a rhythmic swell 
heaved through a dark fjord- 
like entrance to crash succes-

of California. It was sobering 
to-realize they and . others 
consider what we take so 
much for granted as the last 
refuge of a precious and 
dwindling supply of “sanity; 
peace and beauty—a natural, 
undefiled environment’. . . 


. . . but for how long will it 
remain when elected rep- 
resentatives permit desecra- 
tion of the land as fast as 


their pens can -sign--gevern- 


ment fiats? British. Columbia 
is big, but is it big enough to 
survive the deeds of niinisters 
for pollution and consterna- 
tion? 

Even this west coast trail, 
loudly promised as an adjunct 
to the proposed national sea- 
side park by one minister only 
before Christmas, already is 
under the shadow of ominious 
threat, While the minister who 


said he would protect it drags 
his feet, his colleague in 
charge of the forests appears 
to race ahead to prepare it 
for-a-cut-and-get-out strippmg. 

As we turn for a last look 
back at Pachena Bay before 
plunging into the wooded path, 
we see half a_ tormented 
hillside already reduced to 
dead slash along one of the 
steep folds of the bay. 

Hours later, as we break 
into the open again near the 
lighthouse, we come across a 
fresh survey line cutting the 
trail itself through to the sea 
and a large, new provincial 
forest service blaze marking 
the virgin timber—for what? 
A quick cutting rights sale? 


. .. for those going only as 
far as Pachena lighthouse, 
and carrying no more than a 
couple of pounds of food and 
gear, it is d delightful saunter 
over a wide, woodsy path, 
with hand-railed sturdy log 
trestles spanning the tumbling 


creeks, some cedar ‘‘wash- 
board"’ sections to help the 
footing when climbing or 
descending the short, steep 
slopes, and even milepost 
markers. 


Yet, civilized thougl it is, 
this section still is natural and 
it’s heartening to realize that 
although perhaps 1,000 per- 
sons, from tots to totterers, 
tramped this six miles last 
summer yet there is scant 
litter to be detected even by a 
sensitive eye. Take people out 
of their machines, put them 
on foot and they become 
human again. . . 


. for us—the two aging 
men recapturing a long-buried 
challenge and not the young 
buck who quietly walks rings 
around us to ferret out all the 
secrets of a new trail, some- 
times just for the exercise 
(shattering the myth, waxing 
more indignant with each 
passing year, that the younger 
generation is soft inthe body 
and head)—it’s a different 
experience. 

Because we go beyond the 
lighthouse to overgrown and 
forgotten pathways, broken 
bridges and untracked shores, 
instead of just a boxlunch and 
a camera, we carry a hoard 
of heavy eating, cookingware, 
bedrolls and an entire camp- 
site in our packs. 

A pack almost one-third my 
weight implacably riding my 
back mile after lengthening 
mile and the squishy, mud- 
sucking at my stiff boot soles 
as we plod through various 
vertical angles of the ravine- 
rent trail—no wonder my 
glasses steam up, my limbs 
burn and ache. 


. almost within the 
shadow of the 160-foot 
Pachena light’s tower, we 


break out of the cathedral 
forest on to its high stepped 
cliffs swept with spasms of 
salt-spray. Boal

There they were, out front,

sculpted in the recesses of the 
curving cliffs rising up to the 
“‘gods’’. where we now sat 
watching,

gorges, canyons and grottoes —

And _ all the while, the. wet, 
darkly shining beasts—their 
mammoth blubbered bodies, 
poised on flipper-tips, wiggling 
and weaving like tall sea 
frends—roared back at the 
sea, at each other, at. the 
lowering sky. 

They rubbed noses, locked 
jaws, battered heads and 


constantly shifted position. in

These troupes of sea lions: 
taking their winter ease along 
our coast during their migra- 
tions from _ the Pribiloff 
Islands to California, provide 
one of nature's most fasci- 
nating travelling shows. 


It’s Neptune’s. Chautauqua. 
They have a few other 
favored resting places along 
the island in the Quéen 
Charlottes, but here at 
Pachena Point they are most 
accessible to viewers—and 
hunters. 

Surely, park status for the 


trail and creation of an 
ecological conservancy~ for 
their rocky way-station. is 


needed to give them sanctu- 
ary and future British Colum- 
bians a rare opportunity to 
see one of the remarkable 
creatures of the earth in ar 
undisturbed habitat. 

at the lighthouse we 
met keepers: Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Bergthorson and Tom 
Smith who provided. the 
bountifwt hospitality one 
meets. often at isolated out- 
posts. 


. last summer about 600 
of the hikers that ‘passed this 
way ‘stopped long eneugh to 
sign the guest book at. Pa- 
chena_: lighthouse. and pushed 
on as we do, down a couple 
mofe miles*of more difficult 
trail to the beach. 

Here where the tall winter 
combers-spread acres of deep 
foam, some piling into drifts a 
yard or more high far up on 
dry beach, walking is sheer 
animal joy. : 

An occasional line squall 
rushes by in an earth-hugging 
column, sizzling the salt-laden

beach for a moment in a 
refreshing shower before the 
sun, in warm pursuit, chases 
its thin shadow away. 

Goodbye civilization.

Everything is possible as we 
explore this wide varied 
beach, our boots now sinking 
in sand, now. clumping over 
smooth sandstone, now 
crunching .on . gravel, now 
squeaking as we hop from 
boulder to boulder. 

On our left: Canada. On our 
right: the distant Sea of 
Okhotsk. Behind us, ‘some- 
where: the harsh Icy Cape. In 
front: the fatally alluring 
Sandwich Isles. 

The rhumba lines of history 
and future dreams curve over 
that wide horizon. . . 


Wel- 


- humerous. streams leap 
and dance in waterfalls off 
the cliffs on to the beach 
and we pick our way across 
on logs, rocks or shoals of 
sand. But at the wide Darling 
River, we have to wade over 
our-boot-tops a-hundred- yards 
through rushing water so cold 
it instantly numbs the legs 
and_ shoots painful: needles -of 
protest into the heart. 

Finally, tired but happy, we 
reach one of the dilapidated 
cabins used by the men who 
maintained the trail and its 
telephone line decades ago. 
Just in time, because winter 
tides stop short our progress 
towards the Klanawa River a 
couple of miles further down. 

We. rest, have lunch, and 
begin the return trek because 
there can be no thought of 
crossing the.races of the wide 
Nitinat, between us and .Clo- 
oose, in winter..JIn. summer, 
though, it’s possible to go all 
the way to Port Renfrew, 
although the southern end is 
very rough .... 


for those who. might 
like to try an off-season hike 
along the wild coast, a few— 
tips: road and coastline maps 
are cheap and available in the 
large-scale contour series 
from the lands department on 
Superior Street; note the 
tides; a car compass, “ or 
pocket model, is a handy aid 
for night driving over the con- 
gtantly switch-backing forest 
roads where sign posts are 
few, cryptic and prank-prone; 
a large four-mill plastic sheet 
16 by 16 feet is better than a 
tent: aécheap vivid-colored 
vinyl poncho covers the back 
pack as well as you in rain 
and may save you from a 
hunter’s shot. 
Telescopic lens will give you 
a better picture of the sea 


\ lions on their‘island about 500 


\ 


feet from the vantage point 
but don't forget to doff any 
bright clothing (or the 
poncho) lest you frighten 
them off; freeze-dried food I 
found unappetizing and de- 
cidedly inferior to my friend 
Humphry’s trail-proven hunk 
of cottage roll, dry soup mix 
and instant potatoes mixed in 
various combinations in the 
same. pot for different meals; 
the freeze-dried foods might 
be a necessity for a week-long 
trip.. but for anything less, 
natural foods are easily worth 
the slight extra weight; but 
instant foods in envelopes 

porridge, dried milk and 
juices are excellent; food and 
gas is obtainable at towns 


along the way and also at 
Bamfield or Anacla’s grocery 
store at Pachena Bay; 


Take some extra clothing in 
case of wetting; protect your 
Sleeping bag from moisture at 
all costs; wear hiking boots or 
a previously-tested pair of 
rubber boots; carry elastic 
bandages in case an ankle or 
knee is twisted; “‘space"’ 
blankets available at the ship 
chandlers are excellent 
ground sheets, rain covers 
and emergency _ stretchers; 
above all impossibilities, keep 
your pack weight down! and 
have a good time...

Afghanistan Eyes Tourist Traffic 


By PEGGY DURDIN 


KABUL, Afghanistan (NYT) 
— This city seems to have 
had more of an attraction for 
conquerors than for tourists. 
The succession of empire 
builders began in the fifth 
century- with the Persians, 
who were followed by Greeks, 
Turks, Chinese, Moslems and 
the British. 

Kabul is now preparing for 
less lordly visits, and hopes to 
accommodate some of them 
in the recently opened 200- 
room Intercontinental Hotel. 

Perched on a hill, the new 
hotel overlooks the Kabul 
(pronounced cobble) river 
plain on which this ancient 
Afghan city is situated. 

At an elevation of about 
6,000 feet, the valley and. city 
are encircled by bare mount- 
ains in beige and brown. Some 
of these mountains are honey 
combed with flat-foored 

|-Afghan houses of clay; one 
mountain is ridged with old 
fortifications. and sixth- 
century walls and another is 
crowned and streaked with 
snow, even during Kabul's 
delightfully temperate and 
sunshine-filled summer. 

The mountains are offshoots 
of the magnificent towering 
ranges of the great Hindu 
Kush, which -slices through 
Afghanistan from the north- 


east to the southwest corner | 


of the country. The mountans 
have served Afghan history as 
a formidable obstacle to mili- 
tary 
empire. 

Long a. crossroads of* Asia, 
this country was a flourishing 
centre in turn of Greco- 
Buddhist, Turkish and Moslem 


culture, a prospering centre of | 
trade on the “‘silk road” from | 


China 
and 


to the Mediterranean 
the object of a long 


succession of invaders from | 
Cyrus the Great of Persia, | 


Alexander the Great and 
Genshis Khan to the British. 


CONTRASTS 


Kabul is a town of broad, | 


tree-lined avenues contrasting 
with tiny, crowded ara bust- 
ling alleys of the native 
bazaars. Through the smaller 
streets passes a lively pro- 
cession of donkeys so loaded 
with Afghanistan's luscious 
fruit and other goods that the 
tiny animals are, barely visi- 


ble. In the parade, too, are 
buses covered with gay paint- 
ings, carriages drawn by 
pompom-decorated horses 
and, of course, Afghanistan’s 
sturdy, ‘hospitable and self- 
respecting people. 

The women wear both 
Western dress and the native 
chandris, the _ knife-pleated 
garment that covers them 
from head: to foot, leaving 
only a lattice work -of em- 
broidery around the eyes. 

Although experts can detect 
differences owing to ethnic 
and tribal origins, most:of the 
men have striking and similar 
faces with strong bone struc- 
ture. They wear hats made of 
karakul (Persian lamb) skin 
or a turban, often wound 
around a beaded or em- 
broidered skull cap; loose 
trousers, a long shirt and a 
vest or coat over them with, 
sometimes, a chapan thrown 
over their shoulders. The 
chapan is a handsome long 
coat in plain or _ striped 
material with a Persian-like 
flowered border. These make 
attractive housecoats for 
foreign visitors. 

Kabul offers a wide variety 
of moderately-priced things to 
buy. Besides the chapan and 
beaded or embroidered caps,

PALMA DE MAJORCA, 


Balearic Islands — Below 
5,009-foot Puig Major, that 
rises in the northwest to 


dominate this island, stretches 
a fertile plain that gets 300 
days of sunshine a year. 
These two elements, the 
fertility of the plain and the 
sunshige, are the keys to the 
economy of this island in a 
Spanish-owned archipelago in 
the western Mediterranean. 
Most of ‘Majorca’s income 
derives from its production of 
oranges, almonds, figs, apri- 
cots, potatoes and olives. 
- But a not insignificant part 
comes from the tourist who 
find a sunny haven . from 
winter. Christmas, for 
example, was celebrated here 
by Frenchmen, Germans, 
Englishmen, Americans; 
Spaniards-and Canadians. 
Part of the tourist attrac- 
tien_are—the prices. on this 


island, Oranges, for example, 
sell for less than four cents a 
pound. But the average work- 
ing wage is $15-to $18 a week.

Most guys, faced with the 
unpleasant prospect of hitch- 
hiking 1,500 miles home from 
a decaying Mexican border 
town, would stop on a dime: 

Ken Carnes; if he was there, 
would probably pick up the 
dime and use it to finance his 
journey.

Five Easy Days 

He travelled the 1,447 miles 
from-—Mexicali,—Mexiee;—-to 
Victoria in five easy days. 

It cost him a dime 

He spent it-on a pay phone 
at University of British 
Columbia, .and that incensed 
him. 

“Right there I blew it,”’ he 
said. “I blew the whole dime 
on one lousy phone call." 

Even then it was a hard 
dime to unload. The pay 
phone wouldn't accept foreign 
currency, and kept spitting 
the American dime back until 
he traded with a passing 
student 

Four days before the phone 
call, Carnes was getting up 
for -breakfast in the border 
town of Mexicali. He had 
driven down in a camper over 
Uvie's Christmas break with 
two buddies—Dick Glassford 
and Stu Soderberg. 

It was a Sunday morning, 
and Carnes was the object of 
a dare and bet tossed his way

They bought him breakfast 
worth, 90 cents, paid with a

Women Winning 
Says Handbook 


WASHINGTON (UPD 
It's inereasingly a woman's 
world. The U.S. government 
says so. 

The ' femininist movement, 
which contends it is not so, 
had no immediate reaction. 

There were 31.4 million 
women workers by the end of 
1969, accounting for 38.5 per 
cent of the nation’s labor 
force. This was more than 
double the 18.1 per cent share 
of the work force women had 
at the turn of the century. 

The women's bureau in the 
labor department attributed 
the rise in female employ- 
ment to two main factors— 
women continue to outnumber 
men, and barriers to female 
employment continue to fall. 

This picture of the rising 
importance of the distaff side 
of the labor market was 
presented in the 1969 hand- 
book of women workers re- 
leased by the bureau, which is 
céFebrating its 50th anniver- 
sary. 

About 1.6 million women 
were added to the labor force 
in 1969, compared with only 
700,000 men. Male workers 


rose to an even 50° million by 
the end of the year. 

The bureau predicted fe- 
male workers would number 
36 million by 1980. 

The chief factor in the rise 
in —female employment, it 
said, has been the tendency of 


women to live longer than 
men. Men. outnumbered 


women by 1.3 million in 1900, 
but there now are 5 million 
more women than men of 
working age. 

Other factors include labor- 
saving devices that have 
simplified housekeeping, 
rising aspirations for a higher 
standard —of. living, and in- 
creased job opportunities for 
women, The report also cited 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act; 
which prohibits sex discrimi- 
nation in employment. 

“Finally, an evolution in 
social attitudes and values

Panned Vegetables Retain 


Many of our favorite vege- 
tables are nature’s — store- 
houses of minerals and vita- 
mins. Careful cooking until 
“just tender” is essential to 
retain these nutrients as well 
as beauty of color, delicacy of 
flavor and ,erispness of tex- 
ture. 

The recommended method 
is stir-frying or panning in a 
fry pan with a tight fitting lid. 
It is an adaptation from the 
Chinese, who use great care 
and artistry in their vegetable 
cookery. 

Panning is especially suited 
to young, tender vegetables 
which are high in moisture. 
Leafy vegetables . such as 
chard or spinach are broken 
into—plieces, and cabbage is 
shredded. Asparagus, string 
beans or celery are cut into 
thin diagonal pieces. 

The prepared vegetablés are 
placed in a fry pan containing 
melted butter, sprinkled with 
seasoning and tossed to coat 
with butter. They. are covered 
with a tight fitting lid and 
heated quickly to form steam 
from the vegetable juices: 
Then the heat is reduced and 
cooking continues until the 
‘just tender” stage. 

It may be necessary to add 
a few tablespoons of water to 
prevent vegetables from stick- 
ing. They should be ‘tirred 
frequently or shaken in the 
pan. The latter method is 
better because the steam will 
not be allowed to escape. 

Vegetables cooked in this 
manner retain their natur WU 
color and nutrients because 
there is no liquid to discard. 
They are crisp-tender in tex- 
and ‘have a_ delicate 
buttery flavor. 

For six servings place four 
tablespoons butter in a heated 
fry pan. Add the prepared 
vegetables and sprinkle with 
3%, teaspoon salt. Reduce heat 
and—cover—tightly.Add—two 
tablepsoons of water if vege- 
tables lack moisture

Vegetables supply us with minerals and vitamins necessary 
to health, but overcooking can destroy or remove them. The 


method of cooking described 


in the accompanying story 


minimizes this loss by cooking the vegetables as little as 
possible and without water. It’s the next best thing to eating 


them raw. 


Stuffed 


Peppers 


Enhance Meal 


Stuffed peppers make an 
attractive and different 
accompaniment for a cas- 
serole and if both require a 
350 deg. F. oven;-they can be 
baked together, saving prep- 
aration time. 

To prepare peppers for 
Stuffing cut them in half and 
remove the seeds and mem- 
branes. (The ‘whole pepper 
won’t hold as much filling and 
won’t support it during cook- 
ing.) The cavity may be 
sprinkled with salt. 

This same method and the 
same stuffings can be used 
for tomatoes as well. For 
tomatoes, just slice off the 
top, scoop out the pulp and 
drain.

'God Is Dead’ Cults 


Significant Phenomena 


By REV. J. A. DAVIDSON 


Nearly four years ago, in 
April 1966, an issue of Time 
magazine asked on its front 
cover, “Is God Dead?” And in 
that issue there was a long 
article under the title, Toward 
a Hidden God. 


The article dealt with the 
Godis-dead movement, a 
curious agitation of some 
theological academics inthe 
U.S.A. which popular journal- 
ism had got hold of and 
magnified quite out of pro- 
portion. I had read quite 
extensively in the literature of 
the movement, and I had 
come to feel that it was 
mostly theological nonsense 
and that if we ignored it it 
would go away. Now my more 
carefully considered judgment 
is’ that: it was mostly theo- 
logical nonsense and that it 
does seem to have gone away.

But I do see now that ia was 
a significant religious and 
cultural phenomenon. The 
thinkers._.who seemed_to—be 
performing autopsies on God 
were in reality exposing, in an 
extravagantly dramatic way, 
some of the basic ills and 
failures of 20th-century Chris- 
tianity. 

We can take -their tricky 
phrase, ‘“‘the death of God,” 
as pointing both to the death 
of their own faith and to the 
widespread | trivialization of 
religion in our time, particu- 
larly in affluent North 
America. 


That ‘phrase can be taken 
Seriously as a provocative way 
of saying that contemporary 
man is not inclined, by and

large, to experience life in a 
religious way. Something of 
the thrust of the movement is 
indicated in this quip: “‘God is 
not dead—but we have care- 
fully put him in a suburban 
rest home, where his children 
may visit him once a week."

Much of this article is a 
discussion of the current 
ferment in the Church’s pro- 
fessional leadership—and its 
general tone is one of cautious 
hopefulness.

I would answer that ques- 
tion ‘‘Yes’’—but “Yes” said 
very cautiously. As a minis- 
ter, a full-time professional in 
religion, I am, of course, 
inclined perhaps to see en- 
couraging evidence more 
clearly than I see discourag- 
ing evidence. I do, however, 
suggest that the Church may 
now be entering one of the 
most creative periods of its 
whole history.

Indians, Metis Discover 
How to Meet Their Goals 


“Reports from trainees ‘and 
staff indicated that such tours 
are of considerable-value.” 

At Fort McMurray, New- 
Start owns 16 modern, fur- 
nished homes located within a 
four-block area. They are pro- 
vided. to the families that 
“graduate” from the mobile 
centres in the remote areas to 
the vocational training centre. 
Single students are housed in 
dormitories. 

NewStart employs four 
women. counsellors at Fort 
McMurray who are in- con- 
stant communication with the 
trainees’ families. The  pro- 
gram has shown that counsel- 
4ing—is—a—prime—requirement 
for Indian and Metis people 
who move into predominantly 
white—and in many cases 
pre judiced—communities. 

A job placement officer has 
been hired. Of Metis origin 
himself, he is receiving good 
response from _ prospective 
employers of course gradu- 
ates. 

Experience also has shown 
that counselling is needed 
after a native graduate is em- 
ployed. It is intended that reg- 
ular contact be maintained 
with the employers who are 
willing to provide help to 
NewStart to aid in future cur- 
riculum and program develop- 
ment. 

But whatever the individual 
trainee’s. vocational. needs, in- 
terests and talents may be, 
NewStart's over-all objective 
is to provide integrated in- 
struction for his or her re- 
quirements for successful par- 
ticipation in both economic 
and social spheres in the Ca- 
nadian way of life. 

“This will embrace all the 
essentials from basic educa- 
tion and technology to person- 
al grooming, health, home 
economics and management, 
budgeting, interpersonal rela- 
tionships, the psychology of 
self-reliance and both social 
and personal responsibility,” 
said Vincent Burk, NewStart’s 


should become as well as a 
successful earner, a ‘happy 
and culturally fulfilled human 
being secure in the sense af 
quality and personal worth.” 

Most of the trainees come 
from welfare situations. It has 
been estimated that welfare 
costs are about seven times 
as much for Indian people 
compared with the rest of 
Canada's population.

Start. program involved 37 
family groups at the Kikino, 
Janvier and Fort Chipewyan 
centres.- Eleven of the fami- 
liesshave moved to Fort Mc- 
Murray and there now are 40 
families in.the initial program 
at the local community level.

Many native people are ac- 
cepting that change is inevita- 
ble in their historic, cultural 
way of life if they are to sur- 
vive in a white man's world. 

Culturally Indians believe 
they should co-operate with 
rather than outdo their fellow 
man, while white society has 
taught and stressed competi- 
tion, particularly winning the 
race. 

The NewStart program has 
shown native people they can 
retain much of their culture 
while at the same time ac- 
cepting some of the white 
man's ways. 

Matwine Lemaigre, 62, at 
Janvier, expressed his feel- 
ings through an interpreter: 

“The NewStart program is 
resulting in improvements 
and-t-would have liked to see 
it here a long time ago be- 
cause the people are getting 
to know something else,"’ he 
said, 

Chief David Janvier, 32, 
who has led the Janvier band 
during the last three years, is 
attending the mobile unit to 
raise his education to the 
Grade 6 level and is aiming at 
taking a heavy equipment op- 
erator's course.

Onions are spoiled if water 
reaches their roots after the 
bulbs have reached full size 
and area ready for ripening. 
They must be sown, or the 
seedlings planted, well away 
from any crop needing copi- 
ous watering in July and 
August. 

On sloping ground always 
locate the onions at the 
highest point so that water 
_ applied to other crops will not 
flow downhill to the onions.

Lettuce does best in full sun 
during the cooler days of 
spring and fall, but will soon 
bolt to seed when exposed to 
12 hours of sun on a summer 
day.

These should be located in a 
group rather than dotted here 
and there all over the vege- 
table plot, and the group 
should be close to a main path 
for accessibility in wet, blus- 
tery weather. 

Turnips are not an unquali- 
fied success in local gardens. 
They need a fairly rich soil 
and fast growing conditions to 
prevent a woody texture and 
hot flavor.

The most important step in 
planning is to work out a 
schedule for sowing that will 
maintain a steady supply of 
fresh vegetables throughout 
the year, rather than too 
much for a few weeks and too 
little at other times.

The whole idea of a home 
vegetable garden is to supply 
the needs of the family it | 
serves; it, may be one cab- 
bage, two léttuee, a pound of 
carrots or beets, and a couple 
of servings of beans in a 
week. 

To have more than these 
quantities ready to harvest 
usually means wasted space, 
time and labor. 

It is worth noting how the 
producers of canned vege- 
tables stress the “garden 
fresh flavor’ of their prod- 
ucts, indicating garden fresh 
vegetables to be superior and 
desirable.

DEAR T.A.: Yes I would 
recommend the use_of plastic 
flea feline and canine collars 
under certain conditions, as 
follows; Use cat-sized collars 
on small dogs to reduce the 
amount of potentially toxic 
ehemical (dichlorvos) ex- 
posure. Fasten eoHars teosely 
to allow air circulation be- 
tween collar and skin. Use 
collars on cats permitted 
outside only if the collar is cut 
through and repaired so it. will 
break apart with a_ strong 
pull.

Open the package and “air 
out’ the collar for 48 hours 
before - putting it on the 
animal. Check the skin’ under 
the collar daily for the first 
eouple of. weeks.

Onions are spoiled if water 
reaches their roots- after the 
bulbs have reached full size 
and area ready for ripening. 
They must be sown, or the 
seedlings planted, well away 
from any crop needing copi- 
ous watering in July and 
August. 

On sloping ground always 
locate the onions at the 
highest point so that water 
applied to other crops will not 
flow downhill to the onions.

Defiance of a ruling by 
Deputy Speaker Herb Bruch 
by Alex Macdonald {NDP— 
Vancouver East) and a walk- 
out by all butt two of the NDP 
and Liberal MLAs highlighted 
the argument. 

Thursday a vote supported 
by all but one of the govern- 
ment members upheld a pre- 
vious ruling that members 
could not discuss B.C Hydro 
and transit rates. 


FREEDOM STIFLED 


Opposition m embers 
charged Friday that the ruling 
and the vote stifled their 
freedom of speech in the 
legislature and challenged the 
decisions. 

Macdonald, speaking in the 
budget debate, announced he 
would speak on hydro rates 
and started to say that transit 
rates would have to go up this 
year because the government 
was losing money. 

Ed Smith (SC—North Peace 
River) arose on a point of 
order to point out that he had 
been overruled Thursday 
when he tried to talk on ‘the 
same subject. Bruch agreed. 

Macdonald -then said. “‘free- 
dom of speech will be in- 
fringed in this tegislature over 
my dead body.” 


BENNETT SPOKE 


Though Bruch asked the 
MLA to sit down, Macdonald 
said he intended to proceed. 


He said that Premier Bennett - 


had been allowed to speak 
without interference when he 
mentioned B.C, Hydro in the 
budget speech. 

When Macdonald persisted, 
Bruch asked, “Does the 
member intend to defy?” 


"Yes," Macdonald 
answered, 
Speaker William Murray 


then took over the chair from 
Bruch, and Macdonald . pro- 
ceeded to say that the matter 
of transit rates affects the 
whole question of traffic con- 
gestion and pollution before he 
was called to order,
